Defense  Department  has  asked  stateside  commanders 
to  conduct  a census  on  “equal  opportunity  for  military 
personnel  in  rental  of  off-base  housing.” 

Installations  with  500  or  more  military  personnel 
will  participate. 

The  census  was  requested  by  Deputy  Defense  Secre- 
tary Cyrus  R.  Vance  in  a memorandum  to  secretaries 
of  the  military  departments. 

Secretary  Vance  said  there  have  been  numerous  in- 
stances of  voluntary  adoption  of  a non-discrimination 
policy  by  owners  of  private  off-base  facilities. 

“But  more  needs  to  be  done,”  the  memo  states,  “to 
attain  our  objective  of  assuring  equal  off-base  housing 
opportunities  for  all  men  and  women  in  uniform.” 
The  census  includes  apartment  houses,  housing  de- 
velopments and  mobile  courts  with  five  or  more  units. 
In  all  cases,  they  must  be  suitable  for  military  occu- 
pancy and  within  normal  commuting  distance  of  the 
base.

LBJ  Urges  Congress  to  End 
"Riders"  on  DOD  Legislation 

President  Johnson  has  strongly  urged  Congress  to 
refrain  from  attaching  restrictive  “riders”  to  Defense 
Department  legislation. 

The  Chief  Executive  made  this  statement  when  sign- 
ing the  $12.2  billion  FY67  Supplemental  Appropriation 
’or  Vietnam. 

He  noted  that  Congress  had  placed  mandatory  re- 
actions on  the  deactivation  of  certain  airlift  and 
•oop  carrier  units  in  the  Air  Force  Reserve  and  Air 
ational  Guard. 

The  President  said  the  phasing  out  of  certain  of  these 
units  is  pai’t  of  an  over-all  airlift  growth  and  moderni- 
zation plan  currently  in  progress  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Defense. 

“While  similar  restrictions  have  been  included  in  the 
Defense  Department  Appropriation  bill  in  recent  years, 
I am  becoming  increasingly  concerned  about  them  be- 
cause of  the  undesirable  rigidity  they  impose  on  our 
military  structure,”  Mr.  Johnson  said.

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Defense  Secretary  Testifies 
On  MAP  Budget  Request 

Defense  Secretary  Robert  S.  McNamara  has  told 
Congress  that  about  three-quarters  of  the  $596  million 
for  the  Military  Assistance  Program  (MAP)  in  the 
proposed  FY68  budget  is  allocated  to  five  nations  bor- 
dering the  Soviet  Union  and  Red  China. 

Testifying  before  the  House  Foreign  Affairs  Com- 
mittee April  11,  he  said  that  Greece,  Turkey,  Iran, 
Republic  of  China  and  Korea  are  vitally  important 
to  the  U.S.  forward  strategy  for  free-world  common 
defense. 

Mr.  McNamara  stressed  that  internal  strife  in  Red 
China  has  not  diminished  Peking’s  support  of  insur- 
gency against  Vietnam  and  Thailand. 

“The  potential  for  Red  Chinese  aggression  against 
peripheral  nations  remains  real  and  cannot  be  dis- 
counted in  our  global  defense  planning,”  he  elaborated. 

The  Defense  Secretary  noted  that  the  MAP  program 
is  not  designed  to  support  forces  actually  engaged  in 
combat  operations,  such  as  those  of  the  Republic  of 
Vietnam.  Military  aid  to  Vietnam  is  financed  in  the 
regular  military  budget. 

He  said  a similar  budgetary  transfer  from  MAP  to 
regular  military  budget  funding  is  being  considered 
for  Laos  and  Thailand  for  FY68. 

SecDef.  Announces  Project  to  Develop 
Three-Nation  Communications  Network 

A tactical  communications  system  linking  field  armies 
of  the  United  States,  Australia  and  Canada  will  undergo 
cooperative  development  by  the  three  countries. 

The  Mallard  Project,  announced  by  Defense  Secretary 
Robert  S.  McNamara,  will  use  all  kinds  of  message  and 
data  transmission,  from  simple  written  messages  to 
digital  systems,  and  could  possibly  involve  communica- 
tions satellites. 

Project  groundwork  was  established  during  the  last 
two  years.  More  recently,  a series  of  international 
meetings  led  to  a development  plan,  after  defining 
operational  and  technical  requirements. 

The  initial  development  phase  will  solicit  competitive 
system  design  studies  from  U.S.  industry.  Three- 
country  industry  participation  will  be  encouraged  for 
certain  supporting  technique  efforts. 

Scheduling  calls  for  a five  to  seven-year  research 
and  development  program  and  a follow-on  phase  for 
equipment  production.  This  would  provide  the  system 
between  1975-77.

NATO  Defense  Chiefs  End 
Nuclear  Planning  Conference 

The  NATO  Nuclear  Planning  Group  wound  up  its 
two-day  Washington  meeting  April  7 by  agreeing  to 
keep  all  aspects  of  ballistic  missile  defense  under 
review. 

The  final  communique  from  the  seven  defense  minis- 
ters said  that  Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  Mc- 
Namara briefed  them  on  “the  current  status  of  dis- 
cussions initiated  by  the  U.S.  with  the  Soviet  govern- 
ment to  explore  ways  of  preventing  a further  spiraling 
of  the  arms  race.” 

Existing  strategic  nuclear  forces  and  plans  for  em- 
ploying them  were  discussed  and  considered  adequate. 

“The  ministers  agreed  that  the  number  of  tactical 
nuclear  weapons  available  to  Allied  Commanders  in 
Europe  and  the  Atlantic  are  adequate  but  that  the 
appropriate  distribution  of  types  of  weapons  should  be 
kept  under  continuous  review,”  the  communique  said. 

The  communique  also  said  atomic  demolition  muni- 
tions were  discussed  and  deserve  further  study. 

The  defense  ministers  from  Canada,  Germany,  Italy, 
Turkey,  the  Netherlands,  Britain  and  the  United  States 
agreed  to  meet  again  in  September  in  Ankara,  Turkey. 

The  Nuclear  Planning  Group  was  established  last 
December  but  is  a permanent  part  of  NATO  and  re- 
ports to  the  14-nation  North  Atlantic  Council. 
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DOD  Issues  Policy 
On  Uniform  Wear 
For  All  Services 

A new  policy  prohibiting  the  wear 
of  military  uniforms  in  certain  cir- 
cumstances by  all  service  personnel 
has  been  incorporated  for  the  first 
time  in  a single  DOD  directive. 

DOD  Directive  1334.1,  signed  by 
Deputy  Defense  Secretary  Cyrus  R. 
Vance,  is  effective  immediately. 

It  prohibits  wearing  thfe  military 
uniform  by  all  personnel,  including 
active  duty,  reserve,  retired  and  hon- 
orably discharged  members: 

• At  any  meeting  or  demonstra- 
tion of  any  organization,  association, 
movement  and  group  designated  by 
the  Attorney  General  as  totalitarian, 
fascist,  communist  or  subversive  or 
advocating  acts  of  violence  to  deny 
constitutional  rights  or  to  overthrow 
the  government. 

• During  private  employment  or 
commercial  activities  in  which  of- 
ficial sponsorship  could  be  drawn. 

• Under  circumstances  tending  to 
bring  discredit  on  the  Armed  Forces. 

• Under  other  circumstances  that 
may  be  specified  and  published  by  the 
secretaries  of  the  military  depart- 
ments. 

The  directive  also  specifies  the 
ceremonial  and  patriotic  occasions 
when  honorably  discharged  service- 
men may  wear  the  uniforms,  such  as 
military  funerals,  memorial  services 
and  inaugurals.

MAW  Tank  Killer 
Renamed  Dragon' 

“Dragon”  is  the  new  name  for 
Army’s  shoulder-fired,  anti-tank  weap- 
on that  hurls  guided  missiles  against 
tanks,  bunkers  and  field  fortifications. 

The  old  designation,  MAW,  stood 
for  Medium  Anti-tank  Assault  Weap- 
on. The  tank  killer  is  under  develop- 
ment by  Army  and  the  McDonnell 
Co.,  system  prime  contractor. 

Dragon  is  Army’s  first  guided  mis- 
sile system  light  enough,  at  about  27 
pounds,  to  be  carried  and  fired  by  one 
man.  Army’s  announcement  said  the 
Dragon  could  be  used  by  field  troops 
without  extensive  training. 

It  is  particularly  suited  for  airborne 
or  airmobile  operations,  and  for  em- 
ployment where  terrain  is  difficult  for 
vehicular  travel. 

The  weapon  will  be  far  superior  in 
range,  accuracy  and  lethality  to  the 
90mm  recoilless  rifle  it  will  replace.
